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To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Health  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Report 
of  the  City  of  Glasgow  Fever  and  Smallpox  Hospitals, 
Belvidere,  for  the  year  ending  31st  May,  1905.  On  that  day 
there  were  384  patients  in  hospital.  During  the  year  2,614 
patients  were  admitted ;  and  of  these  284  died,  giving  a 
mortality  over  all  of  10"8  per  cent.,  which  is  slightly  higher 
than  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  cases  of 
Enteric  and  Scarlet  Fevers  shows  again  a  considerable 
decline ;  of  the  former  221  cases  were  admitted,  as  against 
305  in  the  previous  year,  and  of  the  latter  447,  as  against 
525.  The  mortality  of  these  fevers  is  slightly  lower  than 
that  of  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  cases  of  Measles 
also  shows  a  decline,  557  cases  being  admitted,  as  against  730 
in  the  previous  year;  but  in  this  instance  the  mortality  has 
been  considerably  higher,  especially  in  children  under  two 
years  of  age,  among  whom  the  type  of  disease  was  specially 
severe.  With  regard  to  Whooping-cough,  510  cases  were 
admitted,  as  against  112  in  the  previous  year,  and  among 
these  the  mortality,  though  slightly  higher  than  that  of  last 
year,  was  yet  considerably  below  that  experienced  in  many 
previous  years.  With  regard  to  Diphtheria,  175  cases  were 
admitted,  as  against  154  in  the  previous  year,  and  the 
mortality  was  113  per  cent.,  as  against  14*3  per  cent.  If 
those  deaths  be  deducted  which  occurred  within  twenty-lour 
hours  of  admission  to  hoapital  (that  is  those  quite  beyond 
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hope  of  treatment)  the  mortality  remains  at  75  percent., 
the  lowest  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  hospital.  It  cannot 
be  too  strongly  impressed  upon  parents  that  there  is  an 
urgent  necessity  for  medical  supervision  in  cases  of  throat 
illness.  Many  of  the  patients  who  die  are  sent  to  hospital 
immediately  a  medical  attendant  is  requisitioned,  but  this 
often  only  happens  when  the  child  has  been  five  to  six  days 
ill,  and  when  the  treatment  has  no  longer  the  same  efficacy 
in  counteracting  the  disease.  With  modern  means  the 
mortality  among  diphtheria  patients  should  be  very  much 
less  than  it  is. 

During  the  year  the  Smallpox  Hospital  sustained  a  severe 
loss  to  its  staff  in  the  death  of  Dr.  R  S.  Thomson.  To  all 
who  associated  with  him  his  presence  was  a  continual 
stimulus  to  thorough  work.  He  showed  a  constant  example 
of  how  to  preserve  that  even  mind  which  permits  the 
physician  to  apply  his  powers  to  the  best  interest  of  the 
patient.  None  worked  with  him  but  admit  that  the  associa- 
tion enlarged  their  medical  knowledge  and  increased  their 
powers  of  accurate  observation. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Smallpox  admitted  during  the 
year  was  157,  and  of  these  13  died.  The  deaths  were,  as 
usual,  chiefly  among  those  who  were  unvaccinated  or  doubt- 
fully vaccinated,  of  whom  5  died  out  of  a  total  of  17.  Out  of 
140  vaccinated  persons  only  8  succumbed.  *The  usual 
tables  showing  the  relationship  between  Vaccination  and 
Smallpox  are  appended  to  this  Report,  and  may  be  consulted 
by  those  who  desire  detail.  It  may  be  pointed  out  here, 
however,  that  four  persons  attacked  by  Smallpox  had  been 
revaccinated  at  different  dates.  One  of  these  was  revaccinatcd 
in  1874,  one  in  1894,  one  in  1896,  and  the  last  in  1901,  all 
made  a  good  recovery,  and  in  three  the  disease  was  very 
mild. 

The  average  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  during  the 
year  has  been  303,  as  against  342  in  the  preceding  year,  and 
the  average  period  of  residence  423  days,  as  against  36  6  days.

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Nothing  else  of  special  moment  has  occurred  in  the, 
hospital  during  the  last  year.  The  usual  course  of  lectures 
were  given  to  students  and  nurses,  of  the  latter,  on  examina- 
tion, 17  were  granted  the  Hospital  Certificate.
